The number of Deaths registered in Eight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, April 12, 1902, was 715, giving an annual mortality rate of 22-1 per thousand 
of the estimated population. This rate is 0°7 below that for the corresponding week of last year, 
but 0°8 above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality occurred in Leith, viz., 13°9 per thousand; and the highest 
in Greenock, viz., 26°5 per thousand. 

From the seven principal Epidemic Diseases 56 deaths were registered, being at the rate of 1°7 
per thousand of population, or 0:1 below that for last week. Hooping-cough was the most fatal 
of these diseases, having caused 21 deaths, of which 8 occurred in Aberdeen, Measles caused 10 
deaths, Scarlet Fever and Diarrhcea each 8, and Small-pox in Glasgow, 2, being the same number 
as for the previous week. aca 

The Deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 187, being 28 above the 
number for the previous week. 

The total deaths from Violence during the week were 52, of which 35 occurred in Glasgow, 
muny of these resulting from the accident at the football match on the 5th instant at Ibrox 
Football Field. 

The Mean Temperature was 40°°3, being 1°°3 below that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 3°°3 below that for the corresponding week of 1901.

The number of Deaths registered in Eight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, December 20, 1902, was 681, being at the annual rate of 21°1 per thousand of 
the estimated population. This rate is 0°4 below that for the corresponding week of last year, 
but 1-2 above that for the previous week of the present year. . 

; The lowest rate of mortality occurred in Perth, viz. 15°6 per thousand; and the highest in 
Dundee, viz., 24:4 per thousand. 

From the seven principal Epidemic diseases 68 deaths were registered, being at the rate of 2°1 
per thousand of population, or 0°l below that for last week. Of these deaths 32 were due 
to Hooping-cough, of which 22 occurred in Glasgow ; 15 to Diarrhceal diseases, of which 6 occurred 
in Aberdeen ; 6 to Scarlet Fever ; and 6 to Typhus and Enteric Fever. 

The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 169, being 31 above the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean Temperature was 44°-0, being 9°°3 above that for the week immediately preceding, 

, and 10°°2 above that for the corresponding week of 1901.

The number of Deaths registered in Hight of the Principal Towns during the week ending 
with Saturday, December 27, 1902, was 688, representing an annual mortality rate of.21°3 per

last year, but 0°2 above that for the previous week of the present year. 

The lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Aberdeen, viz., 17°5 per thousand ; and the highest 
in Paisley, viz., 23°7 per thousand. 

The seven principal Epidemic diseases accounted for 60 deaths, being at the rate of 1:9 per 
thousand of population, or 0°2 below that for last week. Of these deaths 20 were due to 
Hooping-cough, of which 16 occurred in Glasgow ; 18 to Diarrhceal diseases ; and 6 each to Measles, 
Diphtheria, and ‘ Fever.’ i 

‘The deaths from Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy amounted to 191, being 22 above the 
number for the previous week. 

The Mean ‘Temperature was 45°°8, being 1°°8 above that for the week immediately preceding, 
and 11°°3 above that for the corresponding week of 1901.
